The event was held at the OPG Service Centre at 8 Trent Drive, 
Campbeliford from 10 a.m. To 3 p.m., and guests received a souvenir wooden commemorative token. There was a photo 
opportunity, Mitchell and Murphy took part in a special plaque unveiling ceremony at 4 p.m., following by a commemorative 
cake cutting shortly ater. “it's a good news story because we have clean, renewable hydroelectric power and here it is 100, 
years later still humming along,” OPG public affairs office Jeff Fournier sac.

This April 2015 Nova Scotia 1-4/2 inch trackable round wood (back is blank) was 
designed by 1.8. Geocaching Supplies. Literally thousands of these were made. 





Itis ONLY sold at Nova Scotia CITO events (between $5-8 EACH), and it not activated until 
you buy it. 


The front shows the rampant lion from Nova Scotia flag holding the CITO logo. The design 
is etched right into the wood on the front (obverse). 

They also designed this second trackable wood issued 
in November 2014 at CITO events. 

The front shows the outline of Cape Breton island 
encircled by 2 Celtic knot with the words "Céad Mile 
Failte", which is Gaelic (Scottish and Irish) for “A 
Hundred Thousand Welcomes." 


‘The reverse is also blank. Again, numerous were made. 


This one is also 4-1/2 inches diameter. 








Token Talk: Medicine Man Charlie’s Wooden Nickel by butt Malkin

In 1973 the Evening Independent newspaper (May 15th), of St. Petersburg, Florida, had an article 
about Gastown which stated: 


“Then there's Casanova, an italian restaurant, the Barkerville Inn specializing in 
ld World Chinese cuisine, le coq au vin, la crepe bretonne or la creperie for food 
in the French flavor, or Medicine Man Charlie's where you can try braised short ribs 
or beef on noodles while reliving the wild and woolly frontier days of old Vancou 





The Ubyssey of October 27th, 1972 also has a side reference to the place stating that: 4

This operation was also on Carroll Street. It was noted as a place where local bands played or were in attendance, like The 
Collectors, who later became Chilliwack: 


“first heard Al play at Medicine Man Charlie's on Carroll St in the mid ‘70's with Al Wold. The drumming was 
feracious and sensitive at the same time, 


From my seat I could not see the drummer's face because of the vertical ride symbol (the edge pointing to the 
ceiling). When he stood up I saw he had no hait! My first audio and visual impression of Al Wiertz 


| enjoyed and learned from his playing over the years especially seeing him with Bob Murphy, Dale Jacobs and 
Joni Taylor in the Carmen Cadillac when Miles Davis ‘opened! for them at the QE.”

Gastown, as a name for the downtown region, may have been used for decades but it was only in the very late 1960's and 
1970's when it came to be what it is. Whether either institution had a cigar store Indian in front of it, know not, but it might 


have been supposed to related to BC's western history or it may be that the Indian, as in the case of many wooden nickels, 
was a rather stock character.

Dawson City Bakery Wood

|A wood that has intrigued me immensely is the Dawson City Bakery wood. Why? Because so little was known about itl All 
previous inquiries had drawn a blank as to the exact "Where, When, Why & Wherefore” of this wood. It reminded me of 
{the mythical “Unicorn’, e.g; as someone had seen one ance, but no one has seen one sincel! 


Luckily, at the “once” sighting, a photocopy of the wood was taken, so we do know that this item did / does exist... 


Because of the lack of information about this wood, in mid-June of 2014, | embarked on a Quest to find out, if possible, as 
much as was obtainable about this wood! 


Mega emails were sent, letters written and phone calls made, primarily to Yukon possible sources. Tidbits of information 
{did come in (my Thanks to Wendy Solkolon & Shannon Olson, Yukon Gov't. Archives Dept.—these ladies went the extra 
mile for me! Special Thanks to Kathy Gates, long time Yukon resident, Yukon historian and researcher— this lady provided 
great ideas, suggestion, good contact information and encouragement). 


From all of the above, | was able to find an address of a brother of the “thought to be" awner, and he graciously passed 
along my questions re the wood to his sister (Thanks Steve). 


Finally, in February of 2045, | was able to be in touch with Susan Manchee. the original owner / operator of the Dawson 
City Bakery (aka—The Motherlode Bakery|ll Oh happy day for mel! 


[Susan was very kind and was willing to tell me the story of the Bakery and this wood, as best as she could recall, given the 
time that has gone by, as follows: 


Where & When: Summers of 1970 & 1980, in the heart of the Business District of Dawson City, Yukon (1979 — in an old 
building — The Lucky Inn, heavily damaged by a Yukon River tlood in the Spring of 1979. 1980, due to too extensive and 
expensive repairs needed to the building, in a 6 by 10 metre tent!). Susan had a staff of 4 — she, her sister, Jane, and 2 
friends — Beth Malloy & Shella Langston (these two gals also did improve theatre at lunchtime for the entertainment of 
/customers. They were known as the "Nakai Players”, and their show was called "The Primal Knead), 





the “free cookie” woods were put in the packed lunches for the tourists on the Westours buses coming from 
[Whitehorse to Dawson City. The tourists loved them! Large Numbers of the tourists visited the Bakery for their “free 
cookie" (bite sized), and were enticed t purchase other bakery products, including a “pretty large” chocolate chip cookie 
(@$3.00)! 


Wherefores: How many woods produced and from where? “Quite a few thousand, | believe, and were obtained through a 
novelty place in Vancouver.” 


Were there any varieties within the woods? “No, there wasn't a re-order, and thus only one batch, all the samme." 


What number of woods were redeemed? “A lot, I'd say, but | suspect there are still quite a few gathering dust in peoples’ 
trinket drawers." 


My sincere Thanks to Susan Manchee for her cooperation and willingness to pass along her recollections, and, in so doing, 
has helped clear up the “mystery” around the Dawson City Bakery wood... Very, very much appreciated!!!

Manufacturer of Municipal Broom Stocks 
submitted by Norm E. Wells 


Near the end of April 2015, CAWMC answered an inquiry from Darrell E. Luedtke (Franklin, Wl, USA) (Editor of Bunyan’s 
‘Chips for the !OWMC and 7-term Past-President) as to the origin of broom stocks. He thanked us for our detailed 
description and said he learned a lot. Since we likely have some new members since the Norm days, we thought we would 
[share this for the benefit of all members: 


Norm. E. Wells wrote about the Broom Stock (stubbies) woods, that 1979 is the 25th anniversary of these very distinctive 
Jand Truly Canadian Woods and they are stil being produced tod-day, the latest issue for Kitchener's 125th anniversary, 
Jand is shown on page 71. | have listed these woods, as well as my write up when John Curtis and I had the pleasure to 
visit the Master Craft Plant (furniture makers) and see these woods being produced, in the information section page L.” 


Now the information section on broom stock woods (which are normally only 25mm compare to common round woods 
[which are 38mm) in Nom’s book runs 4 pages long listing stubbies for 26 municipalities, some multiple varieties and 
years. Some highlights: 


Mrs. M. Neu worked on the first issues in 1954 and since then (ie. as of 1979) has produced most of the issues done at 
Master Craft. In 1979 she was retired but occasionally helps out on a part-time basis. For example in 1979 as a 
parttimer, she was working on a 20,000 reissue of the 1954 Canadian Gateway to Thousand Islands for Gananoque. 
[She says in in 1967 to 1975 she had to do a larger size “1.5 inch wooden quarters” in addition to the broom stock, to fill 
the request of the Maple Syrup Festival. Master Craft still uses the original dies, and Norm was given several examples 
jwhen he was there. In 1967 for Canada’s Centennial they made 1.75 inch “jumbo dollars” for a group of Kitchener 
citizens. Bob Thiessen who was President of Master Craft in 1979 was on the tour with Norm, and there is a picture of 
them together, along with a picture of Mrs. Neu striking the woods at a rate of 1,000 per hour, then she using the 
stamping machine, and there is a picture of the wooden money work area showing the broom stock machine on the left. 
The stubbies were done in both natural state and varnished state. 


‘there are 5-6 steps (depending if varnished or natural in making the stubbies and they are descrited inthe book. It starts 
with one inch diameter maple dowling in foot lengths. These lengths are handfed and cut bench saw and jig). The 
bianks then go into. a tumbler to ready them for stamping. 











‘Two STEEL dies are required which 
lare inserted into a vertical 
[commercial hotpress) stamping 
machine. The obverse die is the 
upper or moving part, and the re- 
verse die is fastened on the flat or 
{able of the machine... etc ete — 
[some of the woods have silk screen- 
ing and spraying too.

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John Likely’s Legacy Today! 


Jim Smith operates Woodencoin.com in Likely (B.C.) making wooden coins of Beetle Kill Pine 
‘and Fir. He recently sent me these 4 varieties of a wood commemorating “1842—John Likely— 
192°. Jim recently replaced old equipment with new, and says he's been having challenges 
with the new, causing him “grief” but looking at these woods, they look pretty good!

Jim says, “John Likely is the namesake of my small town. Famous for a big gold strike in what 
is considered the later years of the gold rush (19227), a couple of miles from Likely at Cedar 
Dam or Cedar City. Known also as Plato John for his resuscitation of the teachings of Plato 
passed to other miners. The Town of Likely has just recently declared a small grove of trees as 
the site were he may have presented the readings on the edge of the now poisoned Quesnel 
Lake in Cedar Point Park. These 4mm woods were made to commemorate this declaration." | 
don't have an exact quantity, but probably 250-500 was probably made — all with the common 
obverse and various reverses, 








The Bullion Pit is located 97km east of Williams Lake and Skm west of Likely. The 
Bullion was one of the largest placer gold mines in the world, measuring 1500 by 
/450 by 125 metres. In 1859, Thomas “Dancing Bill” Lather discovered gold at the 
mouth of what is now referred to as “Dancing Bill Gulch.” It was reported that 
‘Thomas was returning $110 (189.2 grams) per ay of gold in a small hand-rocker 
{rom a gravel bar at the confluence of the creek and the Quesnel river. Eventually, 
heavy overburden was encountered and other miners took over the area and 
re-worked a larger areas for the next 18 years. This site became known as the 
“China Pit". In 1897 the Consolidated Hydraulic Mining Company commenced full 
‘scale operations — but over the years they were continually hindered by a water 
shortage. Various owners came and went until 1933, Bullion Placers Limited 
[acquired the property and operations putting in large monitors and rehabilitated 
‘water systems. Estimations indicate that a total of 200 million tonnes of material 
]were removed by hydraulic methods and 5.463 million grams (175,644 ounces) of 
gold were produced, 





Mount Polley mine disaster 


[One of the few remaining Cariboo Gold Rush settlements, Like is situated where the jg 
]west arm of the Quesnel Lake empties into the Quesne! River, near the southern end 
lof the Matthew River Road leading to Barkerville. Quesnel Lake is the largest lake in 
the Cariboo, with more than 500km of scenic shoreline, and host over 1,000 visitors 
Jannually. One spot in the lake is over 610 metres deep. Likely at the west end of the 








lake, was originally called Quesnel Dam. The name was changed in 1923 to honour AUN 24 
prospector John A. Likely of the Bullion Pit Mine, who was affectionately called NASaera poinsotine wountPoit Kine se 
*Plato” for his tendency to philosophize. Deture ad ate be dam eon

In 1898 the Quesnel River was dammed nearly Likely to enable dawn river areas to Locition _OueseL ste, nin Columb, 
be explored for gold. During the last week of October in 1922, more than 697 ansse 


ounces of gold were recovered at the Cedar Creek Mine. In 1935 the Bullion Pit 
became the site of the largest hydraulic monitors ever installed in North America. It operated from 1892 to 1942, 
[constructing aver 64km of canals to draw water from nearby lakes and creeks to feed the hydraulic nozzles, 


In fact, Morehead Lake was created to supply water to the Bullion mine. Today, the Bullion Pit stands as an astonishing 
manmade canyon which can be viewed from the trail above. Just aver the hill from Likely is the ghost town of Quesnel 
Forks.

How the Mount Polley Mine ‘biggest dam break’ will impact the future this area, is yet to be seen — another mine disaster 
Likely has endured. This environmental disaster in the Cariboo region that began on 4 August 2014 with a breach of the 
Imperial Metals~owned Mount Polley copper and gold mine tailings pond, releasing its water and slurry with years worth of 
mining waste into Polley Lake. The spill flooded Polley Lake, its outflow Hazeltine Creek, and continued into nearby 
[Quesnel Lake and Cariboo Creek. By 8 August the 4 sq. kms 
sized tailings pond was empty. Water tests showed elevated 
levels of selenium, arsenic and other metals similar to 
historical tests before the disaster. The cause of the dam 
break has been investigated with a final report published 31. 


January 2015. Imperial Metals had a history of operating the 
pond beyond capacity since at least 2011. The spil has been 
called one of the biggest environmental disasters in modem 
Canadian history, while B.C’s gov't. has insisted the dam [UE 
failure is not an environmental disaster. 


Each disaster over the years, causes a further reduction in the 
{town's population as folks relocate.
